define “highway” as any 
street in an unincorporated 
area, including the pavement 
and right of way. Thus, any 
person parking a mobile 
home, etc., in front of his 
house in an unincorporated 
area would be running ] 
of the law, 

This was not the intention 
of the author, nor those of 
us in the Legislature whe 
voted for the measure. 

Certainly there is a need 
for some reasonable re- 
strictions in this area if the 
rights of others are to he 
considered.
